of the. abundant harvests in the state 
last year. A statement from Senator 
Robinson, commenting on the great 
improvements in conditions in the 
state, also is featured. 


Much credit for the recovery is 


given the state Agricultural Exten- 
sion Service for its sponsorship of the 
Uve-at-home program. The 
"rapid 


transition from a food shortage area 
to one of abundance is not the result 
of accident or chance happening, but 
is the result of a cardful, well-laid 
plan in food and feed production, pre- 
servation and utilization, 
developed 


and carried out by the county and 
home demonstration 
agents of* the 


University of Arkansas, College of 
Agriculture," the article says. "Last 
fall there was a big campaign for 
the planting of fall grains and gardens 
and it was followed by campaigns for 
early feed and food crops. This pro- 
gram is more familiarly known in Ar- 
kansas as the live-at-home program," 


Quotes Senator Robinson 


Senator Joe T. Tlobinson was quot- 


ed as follows: "There has been a ro- 
markable improvement of conditions 
in the state of Arkansas. Nineteen 
thirty brought a severe drouth re- 
sulting in the failure of staple veg- 
etable and fruit crops. Accustomed 
to abundant yields, the people were 
poorly prepared for the disaster. Dur- 
ing 1931 the conditions have been al- 
most completely reversed. There is 
more than an adequate supply of all 
essentials. The barns are filled with 
hay. 
Large quantities of fruits and 


vegetables have been canned. , Cot- 
ton,. corn and rice crops have ex- 
ceeded production in any .previous 
year of the state's history. The low 
price of products and the hangover 
of debt from previous seasons con- 
stitute impediments to prosperity, but 
these are nationwide in their effects."

the state was valued at approximately 
?35,000,000, it was said. "Practically all 
the 242,000 farms in Arkansas were 
equipped this year with some sort of 
vegetable garden," the article contin- 
ued.

The drouth of 1930 has taught the 
farmers to take advantage of nature's 
abundance by storing away for pos- 
sible future emergencies.

A church whose priceless art is/in 


rlonc, rather than paint; whose :gold4 
en facade rises over the low.v.tUeq 
roofs of the "quad" in a 
glitterin^j, 


triangle surmounted by a cross—this is 
the famous Stanford Memorial church, 
central architectural feature of. the 
Stanford University center. 


Approaching down the mile-long 


avenue, one finds this golden triangle* 
is the upper part of a magnificent 
mosaic of "The Sermon on the Mount," 
exquisitely wrought in multi-colored 
stone, as is most of the art. The- mo- 
saic—largest outdoor effort in Amer- 
ica—fills, the whole upper part of 
the church 'front in -a brilliant pic- 
ture. Bibical personages, allegorical 
designs and figures of saints are used 
tor the remainder of 
the 
outdoor 


mosaic plan. 


Tiny blocks, half an inch square, 


so ndeptly fitted that thty form what 
at first seem vivid paintings—these are 
the Stanford mosaics. They were made 
in Venice, paster to stout sheets of 
paper, shipped to Stanford, and in- 
stalled by. workmen sent from Italy. 
Sheets of pure gold and silver leaf, 
covered with a thin film of clear glass 
also were used. 


The Memorial church is cruciform, 


of a modified 
Moorish-Romanesque 


architecture. Interior walls are buff 
sandstone with tooled face, relieved by 
mosaics and carved designs. Behind 


Us mosaics arc among the most fam- 


the marble altar is a replica of CosT- 
mo RosselH's, "Last Supper," from the 
Slstine Chapel at .Rome. This is the 
'only' mosaic copy ever permitted. Mo- 
saic' ceilings, and stained glass win- 
dows of unusual artistic merit com- 
bine witht the cosaics to make Stan- 
ford church a mecca for artists and 
architects visiting California. 


Stanford Memorial Church is part 


cf the-great university erected by the 
bereft parents of Leland Stanford, Jr. 
It is a "church," not a chapel, the 
Founding Grant of the university en- 
joining -the board of trustees: • 


"To prohibit secarian instruction, 


but to have taught in the university 
the immortality of the soul, the ex- 
istence of an all-wise and benevolent 
Creator, and that Obedience to His 
laws is the highest duty of man."

clergymen of all denominations are 
invited to participate. Daily morning 
service is voluntary.

seats 1800. 


Work of construction was started 


under direction of Mrs. Jane Lathrop 
Stanford in 1899 as a memorial to her 
late husband, Senator Leland Stan- 
ford.

Earthquake in, 1906 damaged it, 
and it was not restored and reopened 
until 1913, the mosaics being duplicat- 
ed from the original design.
